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E verything was going accord- 
ing to Bruce Jenner’s plan. 
Fresh off taping an interview 
with ABC News anchor Diane 
Sawyer, in which he opened up 
about his transition to living as 
a woman, he took a quick trip to 
New York City. The athlete left his 
luxurious room at the Mandarin 
Oriental Hotel for several Star- 
bucks runs, even obliging one 
fan with a selfie February 5. 

“He seemed comfortable and 
relaxed,” the fan says of Bruce, who 
is filming a docuseries about his 
transformation. “He was happy.” 

But life can change in an instant. 
Back home in Malibu two days 
later, Bruce was towing a dune 
buggy from his Escalade on the 
Pacific Coast Highway at 12:15 p.m. 
when the Lexus sedan in front of 
him rear-ended a Prius. Bruce, 65, 
swerved but could not avoid slam- 
ming into the Lexus, propelling it 
into oncoming traffic, where it was 
struck by a Hummer. The driver, 

69 -year-old Kim Howe, was killed 
and five others were injured. While 
emergency workers were still on 
the scene, online outlets rushed 
to blame Bruce for the crash, ac- 
cusing him of texting or speeding 
to elude photographers. “This 



couldn’t have come at a worse time 
for him,” notes a friend of Keeping 
Up With theKardashiansidiXhex 
figure. “He is in a state of shock.” 
The following night, Bruce said as 
much to Us in a statement: “It is a 
devastating tragedy and I cannot 
pretend to imagine what this fam- 
ily is going through at this time. I 
am praying for them.” 


Kim Kardashian, 34, was with hus- 
band Kanye West at the Roc Nation 
pre- Grammy brunch in Beverly 
Hills when she got a text and “left 
quickly,” according to an attendee. 
His stepdaughters Kourtney, 35, 
and Khloe, 30, who were neighbors 
of the victim, and daughters Ken- 
dall, 19, and Kylie, 17, all called to 
comfort him, says a source: “They 
all want to be there for him.” 


IBRUCE'S HEARTBREAK

A t his daughter Bobbi Kristina 
Brown’s bedside, Bobby 
Brown has been doing what 
he does best. “He sings hymns 
to her,” an insider says of the New 
Edition crooner, a near- constant 
presence in the ICU of Atlanta’s 
Emory University hospital. Other 
relatives — including grandmother 
Cissy Houston, 81, and aunt Pat 
Houston, who flew to Georgia after 
the 21-year-old was found unre- 
sponsive in her bathtub January 31 
— provide backup. “The family has 
been gathering to recite psalms and 
sing,” says the insider. As Bobby told 
a reporter, “We’re praying.” 

Eor her recovery — and answers. 
At presstime, the only child of 
I Bobby, 46, and the late Whitney 
I Houston remains in a medically 
I induced coma with little hope of 
t a full recovery. “It’s dire,” says a 
i Bobbi Kristina source. Authorities, 

I meanwhile, are looking into unex- 
I plained injuries found on her body 
i as well as the circumstances under 
o which the young woman — known 
I as “Krissi” to friends — ended up 
I deprived of oxygen for an unknown 
i amount of time. The focus of their 
§ investigation, according to CNN, is 
§ Nick Gordon — her boyfriend, not 


her husband as the two had claimed 
for more than a year. 

Tragedy was not entirely unex- 
pected for the famous daughter of 
former drug addicts. At best, Bobbi 
Kristina’s childhood was unstable 
(she tagged along for one of Mom’s 
rehab stints). At worst, it was ter- 
rifying (she witnessed at least one 
fight that led her mother to call po- 
lice). But even the relative stability 
that came with her parents’ 2007 
divorce and Houston’s subsequent 
sobriety didn’t last. By the time her 
superstar mother died in Eebruary 
2012 — drowning in a hotel bathtub 
with drugs in her system — the 
mother- daughter pair had become 
codependent partiers. Two nights 
before Houston’s death, she and the 
then-18-year-old downed tequila at 
an L.A. club. As one Houston family 
source relayed of Krissi following 
her mom’s funeral: “I don’t expect 
the best for her.” 

IFIGHTING TO SURVIVE 

On the last morning of January, 
Bobbi Kristina woke in the $1.2 mil- 
lion Atlanta-area townhouse she 
shares with Gordon, 25. He and 
his pal Max Lomas, 24, had been 
hanging out there already when an

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Xfinity Cable technician reportedly 
rang the bell around 10 a.m. Lomas 
went to find Krissi, and stumbled 
upon the scene: “He was the person 
who first discovered Bobbi Kris- 
tina ” Lomas’ attorney, Phillip A. 
Holloway, tells Us, “and called 911.” 
Gordon jumped in to perform CPR 
until paramedics could rush Bobbi 
Kristina — deprived of oxygen for up 
to 15 minutes, per some reports — to 
a nearby hospital. 

Loved ones clung to tiny positive 
signs. (“BOBBI KRISTINA Opened 
And Closed Her Eyes!” pal Foxy 
Brown wrote on Instagram Febru- 
ary 2.) But after three days of little 
improvement, she was transferred to 
Emory to be treated by neurological 
researcher Dr. Frank Tong. “He’s 
known as the miracle worker,” says 
one source. Still, Dr. John Boockvar, 
professor of neurological surgery at 
NYC’s Lenox Hill Hospital, says the 
situation is severe: “As little as five 
minutes without oxygen can kill neu- 
rons in the brain.” That assessment is 
in line with what the family has been 
told. Says a Bobby source, “Doctors 
told them it’s highly unlikely she’ll 
recover. No news has been good.” 

IBORNINTO TROUBLE 

From the day Bobbi Kristina was 
welcomed by glamorous Houston 
and bad boy Bobby in 1993, her 
life has been a challenge. Houston 


admitted to Oprah Winfrey in 2009 
that her drug use “started getting 
heavy” after Krissi’s birth. And an in- 
fant Bobbi Kristina often went days 
without having her diaper changed 
as her parents got high, according to 
a 2012 Newsweek story. In the late 
’90s, Brown kicked Houston — and 
their young daughter — off his 
tour bus, leaving them on the side of 
the road. Houston, the article stated, 
had been doing cocaine in front of 
her husband, who had just left rehab. 
A band member scooped them up. 
(Brown told Matt Lauer in 2012 that 
he’d been “off of narcotics for the last 
seven years.”) 

But that was hardly the lowest 
point. After the duo invited Bravo 
cameras into their home for the 
2005 lYdiin-v^reok Being Bobby 
Brown, their marriage devolved to 
physical altercations. One took place 
in front of Bobbi Kristina. “He spit 
on me,” Houston, who then hit him 
on the head with a phone, recalled 
to Winfrey. “She saw it.” 

The fights prompted Houston to 
leave them both and flee to Califor- 
nia. “I placed her with my brother, 
Gary, and my sister-in-law,” she 
said. “They took care of her.” When 
mother and daughter were reunited, 
“they became more like best friends,” 
says one insider. That meant Bobbi 
Kristina, again, got a front-row seat 
to the diva’s hard-partying habits

eventually. A Fulton State Court clerk 
announced February 9 that his case for crimi- 
nal driving (he was pulled over for going more 
than double the speed limit in November 2012) 
scheduled for that day had been postponed. 
But Bobbi Kristina's love is facing a more 
serious situation. CNN reports he's under 
investigation as police try to pinpoint how his 
girlfriend ended up facedown in her bathtub.

ILIFE AFTER MOM 

After Houston passed, “Bobbi went 
off the rails,” says a family insider. 
She ignored her relatives’ worries 
(aunt Pat fretted about her underage 
drinking on The Houstons: On 
Our Owri) and iced out her dad. 

“She blamed him for a lot of things 
because of what her mom said,” the 
insider says of Bobby, who ditched 
Houston’s funeral over a seating 
snub. “They didn’t speak much.” 

That left Gordon. To the dismay of 
her family, she and Gordon — raised 
by Houston from age 12 as Krissi’s 
brother — became romantically 
involved. “She wrapped herself up 
with Nick,” says a source. Even ca- 
reer opportunities couldn’t draw her 
out. When family friend Tyler Perry 
offered her roles, says an insider, “she 
wanted to be with Nick instead.” 

Now, with Gordon under inves- 
tigation, her long-estranged father 
has Bobbi Kristina’s life in his 
hands. As tensions build — several 
of Bobby’s relatives got into a bloody 
brawl at Atlanta’s W Hotel Febru- 
ary 6 — Bobby is still holding out for 
a miracle. “He hasn’t accepted that 
his daughter might not come back,” 
says a friend. “He’s worried he won’t 
be able to say goodbye.” US
